Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 5 and 7-8 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: In response 
to remarks and claim amendments made in Applicant's Amendment filed on 1/18/2005, 
Applicant's argument is persuasive. Claim 5 disclosed a combination of features "a 
front face coupled to the housing including a removable cover plate; a display unit 
coupled to the front face; and the common back-plane including a side provided with a 
plurality of plugs facing the front face, the plugs being provided behind the removable 
cover plate." These features, in conjunction with other features, as claimed in the claim 
5, were neither found to be disclosed, nor suggested by the prior art of record. Claims

7-8 depends on the claim 5. Amended claims have been considered and upon 
conclusion of a comprehensive search of the prior art, the office indicates that the 
claims, as amended, are allowable.
